We in Hongkong must recognise 
that any pressure spplicd to France 
regarding the route from Indo-China 
to China may be extended to Britain 
regarding the route from Burma to 
China, Since Burma Js far away 
and out of reach, such Japanese pres- 
sure, if it is forthcoming, may be}.

Reuler’s staff. correspondent, in 
France suya that the defeat’ of. the 
French Army, the finest in Europe, 
and the subsequent moves .of tho 
French Government envisaging ‘capl- 
tulation are attributed dn objective 
French circles to two causes—the 
miltary views held: by the French 
General Staff and deep-rooted poli- 
tical divisions. 

.On the military side the General 
Stuff minimised = the importance of 
tanks dnd alreraft and regarded them 
os auxiliary arms. They held that, 
nas jin Nopoleonic thmes, the war 
would be-won by infantry ‘masses 
nnd, actIng on the lessons of the 
last war, they calculated ona. war 
of position and fortifications, Gen- 
eral Degaulle, who foresaw the Ger 
man tactics, earned opposition by his 
theories, which rin contrary to thelr 
opinions, 

During. the ‘elashes in Warndt 
Forest, at the beginning of the war, 
the French tanks. proved — thelr 
superiority, The Iesson was well 
Jenrned by tha Germans, who speed- 
ed up the equipment of thelr armour- 
ed divisions and entered the battle 
with masses of tanks. Over ona, 
front of 60 miles nearly 4,000 tanks 
were used. ; 

Jn armies and divisions the merale 
was good, but‘the losses in men and 
material fa the initial operations and 
at Dunkirk were catastrophic, The 
subsequent heroism, brilliant tactles 
and unceasing Oghting never made 
up for this initial defeat. The 
French troops jin the end were 
separnted into four’ armies, fahtings 
without n continuous front, The 
Maginot Linc has supplies for four 
months, but the Line hns now been 
turned, .It was o race for victory 
which the Germans won. It was the 
inck of tunks and planes which led 
to the defeat of the French armies. 

Tho' really serlous blow to public 
confidence was struck when the 
Government decided to leave Paris 
and subsequently not defend the 
capltal. When the Government 
reached Tours, reports of imminent 
enpitulation became current at Tours, 
Both Marshal. Petain and General 
Weyyand are sald to'have argued: 
“Let us as coldiers appronch the gen- 
erals on the other side and we sholl 
secure an armistice which will save 
France's honour and nvold useless 
slaughter.” In vain M. Reynaud, M: 
Mandel and others turgued that they 
were. dealing with Hitter, not with 
soldicrs.
